School bus 
consultation 
in September 


BRIDGEND 
County Borough 
Council is propos¬ 
ing major changes 
once again to its 
school bus transport 
policy. 

The council said its 
current arrangements 
were “unsustainable” 
and the proposals would 
save £775k. The local 
authority’s plans include: 
removing all transport for 
nursery pupils, removing 
all post-16 transport, 
withdrawing transport 
for all learners benefiting 
from an “identified and 
available” safe route to 
school - in line with stat¬ 
utory distances of two 
miles for primary school 
pupils and three miles 
for secondary school 
pupils; removing the 
‘sibling’ and ‘in receipt’ 
protection for pupils and 
removing escorts from 
all taxis and minibuses of 


less than eight passengers 
- except for those trans¬ 
porting pupils with spe¬ 
cial educational needs. 

The last changes made 
to the policy were in 
2015 but legal challenges 
from parents questioning 
the safety of certain 
routes to school meant 
much of it was not imple¬ 
mented. The council said 
it was now satisfied that 
it had identified all the 
safe walking routes to 
schools by completing 
relevant assessments 
and consultations. 

In revisiting the pol¬ 
icy, the council is also 
looking to cut its free 
transport for nursery 
children and post-16 stu¬ 
dents. Education officers 
said there was a £l.lm 
overspend on school 
transport for 2018/19 and 
changes in demographics 
and demand meant that 
in 2019/20, an additional 
£47Ok had been necessary 


to support the budget. 

A report by education 
officers, which will go 
before cabinet, said 
the proposal to remove 
discretionary transport 
was ‘not taken lightly’ 
but continuing its free 
provision would ‘have 
a significant impact on 
the ability of the local 
authority to support and 
sustain other critical 
services long-term’. 

On July 23, cabinet 
members were asked to 
approve a 12-week con¬ 
sultation on the proposals. 

The proposals include: 

• Removal of all 
transport for nursery 
pupils with a poten¬ 
tial saving of £40k. 

Home-to-school trans¬ 
port for nursery pupils 
is non-statutory and the 
council currently pro¬ 
vides it by discretion.

Change to library 
services in Bridgend 


THE reference 
library in Bridgend 
is set to move to 
Maesteg to pave 
the way for further 
development on the 
Sunnyside site. 

The service is cur¬ 
rently in the Ty’r Ardd 
building at Sunnyside 
alongside the registrar’s 
office, is relocating to the 
council’s civic offices. 
Housing association Line 
Cymru is developing the 
old Sunnyside council 
offices and magistrates’ 
court in Bridgend and 
plans to add further 
housing on the Ty’r Ardd 
site. A former day centre, 
Ty’r Ardd was converted 
in 2011 to house the 
registrar’s office and the 
reference library. 

Plans going before 
BCBC’s cabinet on July 
23 would have the local 
and family history ser¬ 
vice move to Y Llynti 
Library at Maesteg Sports 
Centre on a temporary 
basis. It would then move 
to Maesteg Town Hall 
after its planned £6m 
redevelopment. Council 


officers said the library 
at Maesteg Sports Centre 
was the only suitable and 
cost-effective location 
for the service. The ref¬ 
erence library receives 
around 6,000 visits a 
year. 

Cabinet members will 
be asked to approve a 
review by the local 
authority and Awen 
Cultural Trust, which is 
likely to result in service 
cutbacks. BCBC trans¬ 
ferred the operational 
management of a large 
range of cultural services, 
including the library, to 
the AWC in 2015. The 
local authority needs to 
reduce the management 
fee payable to Awen by 
£150,000 between 2019 
and 2021, reviewing the 
number of libraries and 
reductions in services or 
opening hours. While 
some of the savings had 
been identified, there 
remained a shortfall of 
£70,000. Officers said 
any proposals arising 
from the review would 
be subject to a further 
report. LDRS

Civic Trust wants more 
‘engagement’ on Salt Lake 


O N behalf of the 
Porthcawl Civic 
Trust Society, I 
would like to comment 
on the two articles that 
appeared in your paper on 
June 20 regarding the plan 
put forward by Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
(BCBC) to sell off the 
Green, a Public Open Space 
adjacent to Salt Lake car 
park, for a supermarket. 

There are a number of points to 
be made. 

In BCBC’s official notice of 
disposal, the wording suggests 
that the only area included was 
the Green though the Society has 
since learned that the whole of Salt 
Lake and the Green is involved. 
This error has been pointed out 
to officers but they seem uncon¬ 
cerned even though this has meant 
that organisations and individual 
members of the public have been 
denied the opportunity to raise any 
objections to the proposal. 

BCBC planners have stated that 
‘the site is not laid out as a formal 
open space’ but this is irrelevant 
as ‘public open spaces’ do not 
have to be formally laid out. In 
addition, the area was actually 
described as a ‘public open space’ 
in the BCBC’s own notice of 
disposal and over recent years the 
area has been used for dog shows, 
armed forces displays, police 
engagement and trade fairs 

It is also stated that ‘a new 
supermarket should improve the 
commercial vitality and viabil¬ 
ity of the town centre’. Perhaps 
the planners could explain their 


rationale behind this conclusion. 
The Society’s concern is that, by 
placing the supermarket at the 
edge of the town, shoppers will 
simply drive in, do their shopping 
and then drive away. 

By placing the supermarket at 
the end of Dock Street, there will 
at least be more of a chance that 
shoppers will make a detour into 
John Street. Hillsboro car park 
was, of course, the location pre¬ 
ferred by BCBC when the earlier 
regeneration plan was produced in 
2007. It is recognised that making 
land available at the Green for a 
supermarket is the easy option but 
not, in the Society’s view, a good 
option. 

Planners have commented that 
one of the reasons for placing 
the supermarket at the Green 
is because they want ‘to retain 
the existing public car park at 
Hillsboro Place to keep car park¬ 
ing as close to the town centre as 
possible.’ However, BCBC have 
previously expressed the hope that 
a hotel will be build at the end of 
Dock Street which will, in itself, 
result in a loss of car parking 
facilities. The Society is simply 
suggesting that the location of 
the two developments are changed 
round. 

And finally, the Society makes 
no apologies for again suggesting 
that BCBC call a town meeting 
so that residents are given the 
opportunity to comment on the 
regeneration plans. The Society 
has had discussions with a number 
of organisations and it is clear that 
there is widespread opposition to 
the pattern of development pro¬ 
posed by BCBC. One problem is 
that our own councillors are barred 


from attending the Regeneration 
Team meetings, the team being 
made up of BCBC’ officers. 

As a result, we have to ask 
whether they have any real ‘feel’ 
for what the town wants and 
needs.

A spokesperson for BCBC 
responded: “Engagement regard¬ 
ing the regeneration proposals for 
Salt Lake is ongoing and includes 
the regular involvement of the 
local county borough councillors. 

“The council is preparing to 
carry out further public engage¬ 
ment once a masterplan has been 
drafted which outlines proposals 
for how land at Salt Lake could be 
used, but a food store element is a 
crucial part of ensuring the suc¬ 
cess of the regeneration strategy. 

“As regards concerns over 
the use of the word ‘disposal an 
agreement to dispose of any land 
classed as public open space is 
just one of many legal processes 
that must be in place before the 
site can be transformed into some¬ 
thing that will benefit residents 
and visitors alike. 

“The Salt Lake regenera¬ 
tion has the potential to secure 
PorthcawTs future as a premier 
seaside town. It will create new 
jobs and homes, and deliver fresh 
investment into the local economy 
that will benefit the area for gen¬ 
erations to come. 

“The council hopes that as 
many people as possible will take 
part and have their say when 
the public engagement takes place 
later in the year. ” 


Welsh Water’s warning about swim danger 


WELSH Water is reminding people 
of the dangers of swimming in reser¬ 
voirs as the school summer holidays 
begin. 

Every year, a small number of people 
attempt to swim in reservoirs across Wales, 
putting their lives, and the lives of others, at risk. 

The dangers of swimming in reservoirs 
include: dangerous hidden machinery underneath 
the water, which can sometimes operate without 


obvious warning; very cold and deep water that 
can cause even strong swimmers to find them¬ 
selves in difficulty; most reservoirs are in remote 
locations, with little or no mobile phone recep¬ 
tion, so the chance of rescue is greatly reduced. 

Welsh Water’s One Last Breath campaign 
video starkly depicts two teenagers who drown 
after going into the water at a reservoir on a 
hot summer’s day and the impact that has on 
their friends and family who are left behind. 

The company’s Chief Operating Officer, 


Peter Perry, said: “Reservoirs might seem like 
a great place to cool off, but they are full 
of hidden dangers. Hidden machinery, strong 
currents and freezing temperatures can pull 
even the strongest swimmers under the water. 

“We know the weather is particularly warm 
at the moment and people are tempted to go for 
a swim - but I cannot emphasise enough that 
people are not only putting their own lives at 
risk, but also the lives of people who may try 
and help if they get into difficulty in a reservoir.”

‘No GP appointments at 
weekends or evenings’ 
claims AM 


NOT a single 
GP surgery in 
Bridgend is offer¬ 
ing evening or 
weekend appoint¬ 
ments to patients, 
said Welsh 

Conservative 
Regional AM Suzy 
Davies. 

Mrs Davies has 
asked the Cwm Taf 
Morgannwg Health 
Board to list how many 
practices in the area 
were offering appoint¬ 
ments after 6.30pm in 
the evenings and on 
Saturday mornings. She 
was told that out of the 
16 practices in the area, 
not one was offering any 
extended hours. 

Mrs Davies said: 
“The Welsh Labour 
Government promised 
some time ago that it 
would work with health 
boards and GPs to 
extend opening hours 
to try and accommodate 
those patients who work 
and for whom a weekday 
or day time appointment 


was difficult. 

“I decided to see what 
progress had been made 
on this pledge and I am 
shocked to see that no 
practices at all are able 
to do this. 

“I wish to make it 
clear that I do not blame 
our hard-working family 
doctors who are under 
increasing pressures 
because of GP short¬ 
ages, but I do blame the 
Labour politicians in 
Cardiff Bay who have 
been in charge of our 
health service for 20 
years and who have 
been the only politicians 
in the whole of the UK 
to actually cut health 
funding. 

“Their failure to 
recruit and retain enough 
doctors to work in our 
health service is already 
having a knock-on 
effect. A demographic 
time-bomb is coming 
down the track as more 
and more doctors reach 
retirement age and fewer 
and fewer younger 
doctors are available to 
replace them.”

A report that went 
before eabinet members 
highlights observations 
by officers of nursery 
pupils travelling on 
buses that have identi¬ 
fied ‘significant health 
and safety risks princi¬ 
pally associated with 
the age of the pupils’. 

• Removal of all post- 
16 transport - potential 
saving of £500k. Pupils 
attending sixth forms in 
secondary schools are 
currently able to take 
the school bus under the 
same distance criteria as 
pupils of statutory school 
age, if they live more 
than three miles away 
to the nearest suitable 
(catchment) school they 
receive free transport. 
Those attending further 
education colleges also 
receive free transport 
to the closest college 
offering the course of 
their choice, if they live 
over three miles away. 

Sixth form pupils use 
the school buses pro¬ 
vided for eligible pupils 
of statutory school age, 
while college students are 
provided with free bus 
passes to use the services 
provided by First Cymru. 
The council said there 
was no statutory duty to 
provide free transport 


for post-16 learners 
to school or college. 

Withdrawal of trans¬ 
port for all learners 
benefiting from an 
identified and available 
(safe) routes to school 
with a potential saving 
of £200k. The propos¬ 
als will see the local 
authority withdraw 
routes under two miles 
for primary school pupils 
and under three miles for 
secondary school pupils, 
regardless of prior eli¬ 
gibility, ‘sibling protec¬ 
tion’ or ‘in receipt’ rules. 

For pupils attending 
English-medium schools, 
free home-to-school 
transport will be provided 
to the nearest suitable 
(catchment) school. For 
pupils attending Welsh- 
medium education, free 
home-to-school transport 
will apply to the nearest 
Welsh-medium school 
within the county. 
Similarly, for pupils 
attending a faith-based 
education, free home-to- 
school transport is pro¬ 
vided to the nearest faith 
school within the county. 

• Removal of ‘sibling’ 
and ‘in-receipt’ protec¬ 
tion for pupils. The coun¬ 
cil said removing the 
‘sibling’ and ‘in-receipt’ 
protection for pupils in 
the current policy would 
see all children treated 


equally. The council said 
that while the number of 
pupils the original policy 
affected was relatively 
small, some parents had 
challenged it, saying it 
put children without sib¬ 
lings at a disadvantage. 

Pupils who currently 
benefit from free home- 
to-school transport at the 
former distances of 1.5 
miles for primary school 
children and two miles 
for secondary school chil¬ 
dren - until they moved 
schools or moved from 
one phase of education 
to another - will lose that 
protection. Furthermore, 
siblings of children 
already in receipt at the 
former distances will 
lose that protection. 

• Removal of escorts 
from vehicles less 
than eight passengers, 
potentially saving £3 5k. 
Escorts are employed 
by transport operators to 
ensure children get on 
and off vehicles safely 
and to inform the driver 
of any inappropriate 
behaviour. However, 
the council said it was 
unable to intervene in 
any behavioural issues 
and on smaller vehicles, 
the role was considered 
limited, as the driver gen¬ 
erally had good overall 
awareness and control. 

• Removal of reference 


to specific examples of 
discretionary transport. 
The council plans to 
remove specific exam¬ 
ples from its current pol¬ 
icy which might be con¬ 
sidered for discretionary 
travel arrangements. It 
said that the provision 
of examples had become 
‘grounds for challenge’ 
by parents who believed 
that they were automat¬ 
ically entitled to trans¬ 
port if they fell within 
any of the categories. 

A report by officers 
states: “Typically, 

applications are received 
for a range of medical 
conditions, anxie¬ 
ty-related issues and 
emergency situations 
where a family may be 
fleeing domestic violence 
or living in hostels. 

“Although the local 
authority does not 
maintain a list of circum¬ 
stances which support 
the provision of discre¬ 
tionary transport, it has 
been found that giving 
examples provided in the 
current policy limits the 
local authority’s ability 
to consider applications 
in these categories.” 

A 12-week consulta¬ 
tion on the proposals is 
due to start in September.

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Green food on 
the menu for 
NFU members 


NFU Cymru 
Glamorgan mem¬ 
bers recently 
discussed carbon 
foot-printing and 
the impact agri¬ 
culture has on 
climate change. 

Speaking at the meet¬ 
ing, held at Llantrisant 
Golf Club Dr Ceris Jones, 
NFU climate change 
adviser explained: 
“Climate change is the 
greatest and most com¬ 
pelling challenge facing 
society today and each 
and every one of us has 
a part to play to miti¬ 
gate the climate threat. 

“For farmers, this 
means tackling the 
climate challenge head 
on - adapting the way 
we produce food to 
help deliver a greener 
planet for us all.” 

Outlining the union’s 
ambitions Dr Jones said: 
“The British farming 
industry is pushing itself 
to become net zero by 
2040. This does not need 
to impact on net farm 
income, and certainly 
doesn’t mean down¬ 
sizing production or 
exporting our production 
abroad. Instead we need 
to implement a range of 
methods to improve our 
production efficiency, 
capture more carbon on 
farmland and boost our 
production of bioenergy 
and land-based renewa¬ 
bles. But effective incen¬ 
tives are going to be vital 
in each of these areas.” 


Dr Jones went on 
to explain how British 
farming is part of the 
solution, stating: “As 
both a sink and a source 
of greenhouse gases, 
British agriculture is 
uniquely placed to be a 
key part of the solution 
to the climate challenge. 
Our unique landscape 
and diverse farming 
systems enable us to 
produce food efficiently 
and sustainably, and we 
have been very clear in 
our ambition to build on 
this further and lead the 
way in climate-friendly 
food production.” 

Gwyn Thomas, NFU 
Cymru Glamorgan 
county chair said: “It’s 
fantastic that we as 
a county have come 
together to start to dis¬ 
cuss this issue. We all 
have a role to play in 
contributing towards 
the industry’s net zero 
aspiration. It’s a very 
ambitious target and in 
tandem with the indus¬ 
try’s commitment, the 
government must pro¬ 
vide effective incentives 
to help farmers reach 
this target by 2040.” 

The chair thanked Dr 
Ceris Jones for speak¬ 
ing at the meeting and 
explaining such a com¬ 
plex matter in simple 
terms recognising “... 
the wealth of knowledge 
we have working on 
our behalf within NFU 
Cymru is second to none”.

BCBC to fund Tass 
Plus’ courses for 
newbie drivers 


MORE than £3.6m 
worth of transport 
and active travel 
changes will be 
made in Bridgend 
County Borough 
over the next year, 
through grants from 
Welsh Government. 

A total of £3,657,980 
has been awarded 
to Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) to fund construc¬ 
tion work of new safe 
routes for pedestrians 
and cyclists, new active 
travel routes, accessi¬ 
bility improvements at 


a number of bus stops, 
and to provide road 
safety and cycling train¬ 
ing for schoolchildren 
as well as Pass Plus 
courses for new drivers. 

Some of the funding 
will also be used to carry 
out feasibility studies 
into traffic ffows on the 
Penprysg Road bridge 
which crosses over the 
railway line in Pencoed. 
The study will look 
into the possibility of a 
new road bridge which 
would enable the level 
crossing on Hendre Road 
to be closed, improv¬ 
ing capacity on the 


South Wales mainline. 

The active travel 
changes being planned 
by the council include 
new shared pedestrian 
and cycling routes link¬ 
ing Brackla to Bridgend 
town centre, between 
Pencoed and the Pencoed 
Technology Park, a route 
connecting Coychurch 
with both the Waterton 
Industrial Estate 
and Retail Park, and 
improvements around 
Coity. Work on all these 
schemes is due to start 
in October and be com¬ 
pleted by spring 2020.

This procedure par¬ 
ticularly assists those 
with specific behavioural 
needs to help increase 
their chances of finding 
a loving new home. 

Not only will it be 
space for the 600 res¬ 
cue dogs that come 
through the rehoming 
centre doors each year, 
but it will support dogs 
and their owners across 
south Wales through 
Dogs Tmst’s dog school, 
training classes based on 
positive, reward-based 
techniques to give both 
owners and their dogs the 
skills needed to under¬ 
stand each other and build 
a life-long relationship. 

Mr Burder believed 
that providing advice 
and support to dog 


owners so they could 
work through any behav¬ 
ioural issues would mean 
they were less likely 
to give their dog up. 

Angela Wetherall, 
Dogs Trust Bridgend’s 
manager, said: “We 
haven’t had a space of 
this size before so we 
know it’s going to be 
extremely well-used, 
and we feel lucky to 
have this great facility. 

“Our late CEO, 
Adrian Burder who we 
sadly lost last autumn, 
championed everything 
about dog welfare and 
it seemed only right to 
name this new facility 
after him, hence we have 
called it Burder’s Bam.

Renewed appeal over 
cemetery theft 


SOUTH Wales 
Police has renewed 
its call for infor¬ 
mation on a crime 
that shocked peo¬ 
ple in Porthcawl.

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U3 A members learn about the 
life of a professional artist 


NICK John Rees, 
well-known to 
many in Cowbridge 
through his peri¬ 
odic exhibitions of 
the town, visited 
Cowbridge U3A 
recently to give an 
insight into the life 
of a professional 
artist. 

His talk, interspersed 
with many aneedotes, 
revealed that making a 
living out of art is not 
easy. 

Beeause of his dys¬ 
lexia, art was one of the 
few subjeets Niek was 
profieient at in sehool, 
and he subsequently 
wanted to attend art 
college, but his father 
insisted he needed a 
‘proper’ job so he went 
to work in a bank. 

Eventually, Nick 
would leave the safety 
of paid employment to 
become a professional 


artist. 

A particularly strong 
influence and mentor 
was the Welsh artist Sir 
Kyffin Williams who 
counselled Nick to paint 
what he loved, as this 
passion would then come 
out in his work. 

As the sea has always 
been a special love, he 
specialised in seascapes 
and seaside scenes, many 
inspired by the Welsh 
coastline. 

The medium of his 
paintings is acrylic, as 
this paint dries overnight 
in warm weather unlike 
oil-based paintings, 
which can take up to two 
months to dry. 

In fact, on hot days 
acrylic is not suitable for 
outdoor work as it dries 
far too quickly. 

Nick also finds work¬ 
ing in acrylic gives 
his paintings a tactile 
and three-dimensional 
quality. 

As expected, clothes 


get covered in paint! 

Working with acrylic 
paint means using a pal¬ 
ette knife, not a brush. 

Apparently someone 
watching Nick at work 
remarked that it couldn’t 
be too difficult to paint 
that way and, as he’d 
been a plasterer for 25 
years, he could probably 
do it! 

Each painting takes 
about two weeks to 
complete but Nick could 
be working on several 
pieces at a time. 

Photographs are not 
used as an aide-memoire 
to finish paintings at 
home, but occasionally 
sketches are. 

Nick brought five 
paintings with him to 
illustrate the final prod¬ 
uct of his labours. Two 
were of local scenes: 
one of Watchtower Bay, 
Barry and the second a 
triptych of Sully Island at 
midnight.

ALDRIN Armstrong 
Collins Wilding-West is a 
name inspired by the most 
extraordinary feat in human 
history - the 1969 conquest 
of the moon - and it belongs 
to a man who lives in Barry. 

Mr Wilding-West is named after 
Apollo 11 crew members Neil 
Armstrong, Buzz Aldrin and Michael 
Collins. 

Neil Armstrong was the first man 
to set foot on the Moon and died 
in 2012, aged 82, but Buzz Aldrin, 
who followed him down the steps of 
the lunar module, and fellow crew 
member Michael Collins, are both 
going strong at 89 and 88. 

Over the past week, space enthu¬ 
siasts across the globe have been 
marking the 50th anniversary of the 
landing on the moon which took 
place at 4.18pm on July 20, 1969. 

Mr Wilding-West was born two 
days after the moon landing and 
named after Neil and Buzz at the 
suggestion of his sister - later he 
officially added Collins to his name 
in honour of the often unsung hero 
of the mission Michael Collins. 

He still hopes to meet up or talk 
to the surviving members of the 
crew. 

He said: “Despite many years of 


trying, 1 never managed to make 
contact with Buzz, Michael, or Neil 
who has now sadly passed away. 

“It’s difficult to describe how, 
after nearly 50 years, being named 
after these heroes grows so proudly 
into your bones. Neil’s passing was 
heart-breaking. 

“The world lost a humble, legend 
of a man. I’d so love some contact 
with Buzz or Michael, but 1 fear 
that the 50th anniversary may be my 
final chance to shoot for a memory 
that would be so deeply treasured.” 

Mr Wilding-West, who was born 
in Theberton, Suffolk, has lived in 
Barry since 2002. 

He is keen to make contact with 
any other ‘Apollo babies’ and can 
be contacted via his Facebook page, 
‘Apollo 11 - Babies born to the 
Moon Landing’. 

But most of all, he’d love some¬ 
one to help him make contact with 
Buzz Aldrin and Michael Collins.

Ramblers explore 
the history around 
Wenvoe Castle 


A GROUP of eight walkers 
joined Joy from Penarth and 
District Ramblers at St Mary’s 
Church, Wenvoe in lovely sun¬ 
shine to take part in the eighth 
summer evening walk. 

Pointing out the inscribed tablet 
above the church gate which is a 
memorial to Laura Frances Jenner 
who was the last of the Jenner family 
to reside at Wenvoe Castle, they 
also learned that three generations 
of the Jenner family were Rectors 
at this pretty 13 th century church. 

Heading along Old Port Road to 
pavement walk beside the A4050 and 
the new development at Goldsland 
Walk, a stile led them across a small 
field near Pugh’s Garden Village and 
uphill by a quiet lane to Burdonshill. 

Passing through a metal kissing 
gate and onto part of the Wenvoe 
Castle Golf course, founded in 
1936 on land surrounding Wenvoe 
Castle, the home of Hugh Jenner 
(who became the first president of 
the club) they carefully followed the 
edge of the green before descending 
through tall ferns into woodland. 

Then on past a pretty flower patch 
and into fields on the northern edge 
of Goldsland Wood, where another 
field containing young cattle led 
them to Maes-y-felin and the St 
Lythans Burial Chamber that was 
lit up by the evening sunshine with 
cows quietly grazing beside it. 

Deviating southwards and heading 
along overgrown pathways on the 
edge of broad bean fields and passing 
golden barley, they circumnavigated 


the end of the wood continuing 
along rough paths to a broken stile. 

Entering open fields with a magical 
view of the Goldsland Valley, they 
dipped downhill being challenged by 
frisky young bullocks that soon gave 
way and, crossing the Goldsland 
Brook, they tramped uphill beside a 
recently cut hay field to New Wallace. 

After visiting and making 
a fuss of Buddy the Shetland 
pony and passing through the 
farmyard, they joined the road. 

Heading east between high 
hedges and passing the 19th century 
Goldsland Farm, they overlooked 
another part of Wenvoe Castle 
Golf course, where players were 
out enjoying the pleasant evening, 
before heading past the club’s 
entrance and making their way 
back to the A4050 for the short 
journey back to Wenvoe village.

THE UK’s first 
vineyard hotel 
has opened its 
doors in Hensol. 

Llanerch Hotel is the 
result of a £2m invest¬ 
ment by Ryan Davies, 
owner of Llanerch 
Vineyard, which is 
home to the award-win¬ 
ning Cariad wines. The 
two-storey hotel, situ¬ 
ated in the heart of the

vineyard, which is just 
20 minutes from Cardiff, 
comprises 26 rooms 
and suites, each with 
uninterrupted views of 
the Welsh countryside. 

As well as Llanerch’s 
popular wine tasting 
and vineyard tours, 
Llanerch is also home 
to an award-winning 
restaurant, which serves 
lunch, dinner and 
afternoon teas in the 


vineyard throughout the 
week.

It 
was officially opened 
by Alun Cairns MP. 

“To become the first

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MPs join forces 
over visa fees 


A CROSS party group of MPs 
led by Labour’s Madeleine 
Moon and Conservative 
Richard Graham, have writ¬ 
ten to Home Secretary Sajid 
Javid calling for the abolition 
of visa fees for Commonwealth 
servicemen and women in 
the British Armed Forces. 

Currently Commonwealth citizens 
serving in the UK armed forces have 
the right to apply for Indefinite Leave 
to Remain (ILR) after four years’ ser¬ 
vice if they choose to stay in the UK. 
However, application costs have risen 
considerably in recent years, meaning it 
would currently cost almost £10,000 in 
visa fees for a service leaver to settle in 
the UK with a spouse and two children. 

This has created a situation where 
Commonwealth citizens are often 
forced to choose between leaving the 
UK or remaining here and splitting up 
their family. The Royal British Legion, 
which has raised awareness of this issue 
through their ‘Stop the Service Charge’ 
campaign, say they provided £36,000 
in grants for visa fees last year alone. 

The letter, which has been signed 


by more than 130 different MPs 
from eight different parties, calls 
on the Home Secretary to recognise 
those who have served in the UK 
armed forces by abolishing visa 
costs for them and their families. 

Mrs Moon said: “These men and 
women sign up to join the UK’s Armed 
Forces putting their life on the line for 
our country, and the current visa fees 
charged do not reflect the nation’s 
gratitude for their service. Having 
served the UK, Commonwealth 
service personnel have the right to 
apply to stay here without having to 
pay fees so high that some veter¬ 
ans are being pushed into poverty.” 

Charles Byrne, director general 
at The Royal British Legion, said: 
“Charging exorbitant fees to those 
who have sacrificed so much to 
serve our country is no way to thank 
Commonwealth service leavers. We 
are pleased so many MPs across 
the House and from different par¬ 
ties agree with our Stop the Service 
Charge campaign, and that MPs are 
joining the call to have these fees 
waived. We hope the Government 
will listen to these serious concerns.”

Prepare your garden 
for a heatwave 


Ray’s Retreat opens at 
Romilly Bowling Clnb 



GARDENERS are 
being urged to save 
water and prepare 
for more sunny 
weather and hot 
temperatures. 

The experts at 
GardenBuildingsDireet. 
eo.uk have put together 
nine top tips for saving 
water and keeping gar¬ 
dens in top eondition. 

Some tips do require 
early preparation, 
ineluding opting for 
drought resistant plants 
and getting soil in good 
eondition with regular 
weeding and adding 
lots of natural fertiliser. 

Other advice includes 
investing in a water 
butt to collect rainwater 
and saving grey water 
to use on the garden. 

A spokesperson for 
GardenBuildingsDireet. 
co.uk said: “Last sum¬ 
mer was beautiful, but 
brutal to gardens across 
the UK. However, 
there are simple steps 
gardeners can take to 
make sure their outside 
space is summer ready. 

“There are things that 
need early attention, 
like buying a water 
butt, improving the 
condition of the soil 
and regular watering. 


“Other pieces are 
advice are for when the 
hot weather hits. Among 
the tips are advice on 
the best times to water 
and the plants garden¬ 
ers should prioritise.” 

1. Look after your soil: 
If your soil is in top con¬ 
dition, then it won’t need 
as much watering. Try 
adding natural fertilisers 
to the soil to improve 
its structure. This will 
help retain moisture. Pull 
out any weeds too - you 
don’t want the water 
you do put on the gar¬ 
den to help the weeds 
grow and not the plants. 

2. Mulching flower 
beds: Try laying mulch 
around flower beds and 
in hanging baskets. This 
will trap moisture and 
prevent it evaporating 
during sunny spells. 

3. Water at the right 
time: Water well before 
sunny spells. This will 
help prevent a water 
deficit when it heats up. 
When it is hot, water 
the garden first thing 
in the morning and in 
the evening when its 
cooler and the sun has 
set; it will reduce the 
amount of evaporation. 

4. Plant drought 
resistant plants: Some 
plants needs less water 


than others, so if you’re 
serious about saving 
water, opt for those 
that require very little. 

5. Invest in a water 
butt: Divert a drainpipe 
into a water butt and 
start collecting. By the 
warmer months, you’ll 
have plenty of water 
ready to use in the garden. 

6. Grey water: Bath 
water and washing up 
water can both be used 
on the garden. Just avoid 
any water containing 
bleach, disinfectant 
or strong cleaners. 

7. Use a watering can: 
Opt for watering can 
rather than a hose to water 
the garden. If you do use 
a hose, use a trigger to 
closely control the flow. 

8. Be selective: Not 
all plants need the 
same amount of water. 
Fruit and veg are worth 
watering regularly. It’s 
also worth prioritising 
containers, any new 
plants and hanging 
baskets. Grass is really 
resilient and even if it 
turns brown, will grow 
back lush and green. 

9. Water retaining 
crystals: These are worth 
investing in to retain 
water in pots, so you don’t 
have to water so often.

Holiday health for man’s best friend 


IF you’re planning to pack a suitcase for 
your pooch this summer, make sure you 
follow this useful guide. 

As all dog owners know, it can be heartbreaking 
leaving pets at home or in a kennel for an 
extended period of time. But with a quarter of the 
UK population owning a dog, an increasing num¬ 
ber of places are willing to accommodate them. 

According to research by Camping in the 
Forest, who manage 10 dog-friendly campsites 
in the New Forest, more than 40 per cent of us 
feel anxious about leaving our dogs behind when 
we go away on holiday. As a result, more people 
are opting for trips where dogs are welcome too. 

Make sure you get the most from your adven¬ 
ture away with your pups, by following these tips. 

1. Have a test run: Sleeping in an unfamiliar 
place can be a nerve-racking experience for 
your dog if they’ve never done it before, but 
getting pets used to sleeping in different places 
from a young age will stand you in good stead. 
Try taking them to a friend or family mem¬ 
ber’s house. If you are planning on camping, 
it’s a good idea to get your dog familiarised 
with a tent by pitching it in the back garden. 

2. Things to remember before you go: Before 
you head off, make sure your dog is up to date with 
any treatments, vaccinations and general health 
checks. Ensure they are microchipped and that pet 
insurance is valid. If you’re heading abroad, check 
to see if there are any local diseases to be aware 
of and chat to your vet first. And if you’re going 


somewhere in the UK, don’t forget to pack your 
doggy essentials - including a bed so they can get 
their rest somewhere familiar and comfortable. 

3. Pack a doggy survival kit: Having a 
successful trip is all about being prepared and 
having everything to hand. So what should you 
include? Basics like food, water and toys should 
be top of the list. While it’s tempting to feed 
your pooch scraps from the barbecue, it’s not 
good idea to interfere with their eating hab¬ 
its. Some destinations, such as camping sites, 
request dogs are on a lead when near to wild 
animals or endangered plants.

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Advice for exercising in summer 



DRINKING before 
exercising, trying 
a different time of 
day and knowing 
the medical risks 
are three of the 
seven top tips for 
being active outside 
in summer sun and 
heat. 

Whether running and 
cycling or participating in 
other sports and outdoor 
activities, the specialists 
have warned that failure 
to adjust accordingly to 
hot conditions could hin¬ 
der fitness progress and 
potentially harm overall 
health. 

A spokesperson for 
Vivotion.com said: 

“More Brits will be 
encouraged to get active 
outdoors during spells 
of warm weather over 
the summer, but direct 
sunlight and increased 


heat can pose extra chal¬ 
lenges to exercising. It’s 
especially important to 
wear appropriate summer 
clothing, get plenty of 
water into your system 
before you feel like you 
need it and avoid the 
midday sun. 

“If you start to feel 
uncomfortable or notice 
any signs of heat exhaus¬ 
tion, stop immediately 
and try to cool down as 
quickly as possible.” 

When exercising in 
summer: 

1. Keep hydrated: 
it’s vital when active 
during summer heat to 
make sure you keep suf¬ 
ficiently hydrated at all 
times. That means drink¬ 
ing plenty of preferably 
cold water, or specialist 
sports drinks for intense 
activity, and avoiding 
alcohol. 

2. Try a different time 
of day: if you normally 


for a run, cycle or play 
sports outdoors during 
the afternoon, blazing 
sunshine should make 
you think again. 

Try getting up earlier 
and exercising while 
its cool before work, 
or head outside as the 
temperature starts to drop 
later into the evening, but 
steer clear of excessive 
activity while exposed to 
the sun between 11am 
and 3pm. 


3. Gradually get used 
to conditions: If your 
body is used to participat¬ 
ing in outdoor activities 
during the winter, with 
cold air and rain to keep 
it cool, it’s important to 
acclimatise to exercising 
in heat. 

Gradually build up 
your activity levels, con¬ 
duct a thorough warm-up 
and make sure you know 
your fitness level - don’t 
push yourself too hard.

conditions and seek out 
shade wherever possible. 

4. Dress wisely: 
Brits heading outdoors 
to exercise in summer 
heat should choose light 
coloured, loose clothing 
that’s made from an 
appropriate, ventilated 
sporting material rather 
than cotton. 

A pair of shorts and a 
t-shirt should normally 
do the trick - forget 
about sweatshirts, track- 
suits, joggers and long 
socks. 

Don’t forget to take 
a cap or sunglasses and 
sun cream too.5. Know 
your medical limits: It’s 
crucial to know how any 
medication or pre-exist¬ 
ing conditions you have 
may affect your ability 
to exercise in higher 
temperatures. 

If you’re unsure, 
consult a medical 


professional and don’t do 
any activity that could 
pose unnecessary risks 
and harm. 

6. Watch out for 
heat exhaustion and 
heatstroke: According 
to the NHS, signs of 
heat exhaustion include 
headaches, dizziness 
and confusion, loss of 
appetite, feeling sick, 
excessive sweating, 
pale skin, cramps in the 
limbs or stomach, fast 
breathing or pulse, being 
very thirsty and a body 
temperature above 38C. 

If you can’t cool down 
within 30 minutes and it 
turns into heatstroke, it 
needs to be treated as an 
emergency. 

7. Take a cold shower: 
Taking a cold bath or 
shower after working out 
in the heat will lower 
your core body temper¬ 
ature and be more com¬ 
fortable than soaking in

AT the edge of the Vale 
with enviable views over 
Cardiff, you will find 
the Indian Marigold 
restaurant on The 
Tumble, St Nicholas. 

The building was once 
home to the Traherne Arms, 
and has retained its old Welsh 
hostelry charms complete 
with stone walls but now 
has a relaxed, contemporary 
feel to the dining room with 
a gentle Indian influence. 

The restaurant was opened 
some nine months ago by Neha 
and her team, who have, between 
them, many years’ experience 
in the restuarant business. 

This experience in the busi¬ 
ness is apparent in the inspiring 
menu on offer. Not a huge menu 
by any means, but this is good 
news as each item on offer will 
fill Indian food lovers with 
excitement as it becomes clear 
that this is no ordinary restaurant. 


Of course, the traditional 
favourites are available includ¬ 
ing tikka masala, jalffaizi and 
Madras, and there is plenty 
of choice for vegetarians and 
seafood lovers too. The menu 
becomes really exciting, 
however, when the house 
specialities are considered and 
it’s a tough decision to make 
when they are all so appealing. 

Two of us opted for the 
Marigold Trios, delightfully 
presented starters comprising 
tasty onion pakora, tandoori 
paneer and channa chat for 
the vegetarian option and 
the incredible tandoori king 
prawn, calamari and crunchy 
soft shell crab in the seafood 
selection. It was apparent that 
the main course was going 
to be something special. 

I’m not a fan of the super-hot 
chilli bum common in average 
curry dishes, but prefer a skil¬ 
ful combination of spices and 


flavours. Neha and her team are, 
I am pleased to say, masters at it. 

The vegetarian dish was typi¬ 
cal of the South Indian cuisine on 
offer, the tongue-twisting brinjal 
aur aloo tamatar, which was 
packed full of flavour and which 
Chef takes extra care with, as 
the aubergines can take a little 
more heat to bring them alive. 

The hariyali-piaza was rec¬ 
ommended, and certainly didn’t 
disappoint. Almost too beautiful 
to eat, the succulent chicken was 
complemented by a timbale of 
rice, complete with crispy onion 
topping and a spicy tomato 
sauce for even more flavour. 

I opted for the Hyderabadi 
chicken biryani, a regional 
dish and typical street food 
cuisine, and with its spice 
combination and delicious 
sauce it was also a winner. 

Too full for dessert, we 
rounded off the meal with 
some liqueur coffees, which 


were also excellently presented. 

The restaurant has an infor¬ 
mal, friendly atmosphere and 
Neha and team would like to 
welcome families to dine during 
the summer. For the under-10s, 
the restaurant is offering free 
meals until August 30, and the 
kids’ menu, inspired by the 
owners’ five-year-old son, will 
appeal to even the fussiest eater. 

This restaurant is definitely 
one of the best-kept secrets in 
the Vale. If you haven’t eaten 
at the Indian Marigold, I sug¬ 
gest you pay a visit before it 
becomes impossible to book a 
table. I cannot wait to return.

High times in Ho Chi Minh City 



WHETHER you 
call it Saigon, or 
- to give it its full 
title since 1972 - 
Thanh pho Ho Chi 
Minh, this southern 
Vietnamese city 
roars a jolly path 
through life, the 
exuberance of the 
scooters, motor¬ 
cycles, and cyclos 
forming what 
appears to be an 
infinite cavalcade 
along its French- 
themed boulevards. 


It is the foremost busi¬ 
ness address in Vietnam, 
in the main driven by 
the ethnic Chinese 
community which 
makes up a substantial 
proportion of the city’s 
eight million residents. 

Despite new skyscrap¬ 
ers and hotels altering 
the modem landscape, 
much of the city scene 
is focused at pavement 
level, with street-food 
stall stalls dotting street 
comers and hawkers 
shouldering their wares, 
which are suspended 
from bamboo poles. 
Such sights and scents 


would have been familiar 
to Graham Greene among 
others in pre-war days. 

A beguiling blend of 
the old and new and the 
possible. Ho Chi Minh 
is very much Vietnam’s 
metropolis of the future. 

Now some 110 years 
old, for example, the 
Taoist Jade Emperor 
Pagoda is one of the 
most spectacular in 
Asia. Its roof is covered 
with statues of dragons, 
birds, and animals, while 
fiendish-lookingTaoist 
and Buddhist deities 
inhabit the interior. 

Carved gilt wood¬ 
work, clouds of incense 
and a general air of 
mystery combine to 
provide a very oth¬ 
er-worldly ambience. 

Pride of place here 
goes to the statue of 
the Jade Emperor,the 
Ruler of Heaven in 
Chinese mythology. 

Supplicants will, most 
of the day, make their 
devotions Kim Hua, 
the goddess of fertility. 

Yanluo Wang, the 
King of Hell, lurks 


nearby and together with 
rather explicit illustra¬ 
tions of the fate (think 
Hieronymus Bosch, 
but transported a few 
thousand miles east and 
you’re about right) await¬ 
ing sinners in the afterlife.

BE sure to famil¬ 
iarise yourself 
with the new fuel 
labels before start¬ 
ing your journey. 

From October last 
year, the old labels for 
fuel disappeared, replac¬ 
ing them with the new 
symbols, the purpose 
of the new regime is 


to remove confusion 
and standardise the 
delivery of information 
to the consumer. This 
new method will also 
be displayed by the car 
manufacturer as well as 
the fuel resellers in order 
to make the correct iden¬ 
tification of fuel type 
easier for the motorist. 
It will be up to the UK 
to decide how the mles 
regarding labelling 
will apply after Brexit. 

The increase of bioeth¬ 
anol in petrol has been 
of particular interest as 
consumption increases 
in line with the drop in 
sales of diesel vehicles. 
It is anticipated that the 
UK will follow suit with 
labelling as it is cur¬ 
rently implementing the 
same fuel standards here 
in order to help deliver 
the Renewable Transport 
Fuel Obligation in a 
cost-effective manner. 

Described as a

the increased amount of 
bioethanol will deliver

Citroen Berlingo (M) (Feel Edition) PureTech 
110 S&S - 6 speed 



THE design brief for 
the new Berlingo would 
have been very simple for 
Citroen ‘build a family 
or leisure vehicle that 
you can use every day 
with the added ability to 
carry a large amount of 
gear - which includes the 
kitchen sink - and must 
include as many storage 
holes as humanly possi¬ 
ble’. Plus, it has to drive 
brilliantly. 

Power and Efficiency: 

The new Berlingo I had on 
test is powered by a llOHP 

I. 2 litre petrol engine that per¬ 
forms well and I think is one 
of Citroen’s better engines that 
will happily return 42.4mpg 
(combined). 

Top speed, of course, is of 
no concern here, because the 
Berlingo was designed to be a 
family and adventure-friendly 
vehicle. But if you need to 
know - its top speed is around 
109mph and 0-62 comes in at 

II. 5 seconds. 

The other important bits like 
torque figures are more relevant 
because of the nature of what 
the Berlingo will be doing and 
carrying. That 1.2 PureTech 
3-cylinder petrol engine pro¬ 
duces 250Nm f torque, which 
is great for all those green fields 
you will hit while you are out 
and about on your adventures.

CAPTAIN Colin Ingram believes his 
experiences in Twenty20 leagues across 
the world have made him a better leader 
as he aims to end Glamorgan’s wait for a 
Vitality Blast title. 

The hard-hitting South African is one of world 
cricket’s most travelled professionals, having played 
in several different T20 leagues from India to 
Australia and from Afghanistan to the Caribbean. It 
is in Wales, however, where he feels most at home 
and where the 34-year-old plans to set down roots in 
Cardiff with his family. 

“(Cardiff is) my cricket home and where my fam¬ 
ily hope to settle permanently in the future,” he said.

Since arriving in Wales four years ago, Ingram 
has been Glamorgan’s most consistent performer 
in T20, during which time they reached just their 
second Finals Day in 2017. After a winter that saw 
him play for the Delhi Capitals in the Indian Premier 
League, while he also captained Adelaide Strikers 
in the Big Bash, he feels ready to make an even 
greater mark. 

“I have learnt a lot about captaincy, and what I’ve 
learnt can be put into practice at Glamorgan,” he 
said, ahead of their home opener against Somerset 
last Friday evening. 

Ingram found his spell with the Delhi Capitals a 
worthwhile learning experience, even if things did 
not always go his way. “It was very tough, as I had 
limited opportunities. I have always batted up the 
order, but for Delhi I was constantly coming in at 
number five or six with only a few runs needed to 
win. 

“I am now back on familiar territory, and with all 
the experience I’ve gained in tournaments around 
the world I am hoping that can help the players 
and I am sure we can all enjoy a successful T20 
tournament.”
